It has hail six days of continued lighting, 
in which thoro have b«cn three great bat- 
tles. 


On Saturday morning Leo retired from 


tho Wilderness, leaving hut a small forco 
to kjop up appearances. Grant iinmcdi- 
atoly ordered an advance to Spottsylvania. 
Tho 5th corps taking tho lead, confronted 
L'jngatreat threo miles west of the town 
early on Sunday morning, skirmishing all 
day," ending in a hard fought engagement. 
Sunday night tho rebels pushed back a 
short distance. Tho sixth corps arrived 
near tho closo of tho buttle and participat- 
ed. The second corps arrived in the even- 
ing. Tho ninth corps marched by a 
longer read, did not arrive till Monday 
morning. 


Tho battle-field is a series of ridges most- 


ly covered with woods and fine thickets, in 
which tho robeb lay concealed with bat- 
teries mashed.

Morris and Baxter wounded; Seymour 
and Shalor missing. 
Our losses of men 


are very heavy. 


Rebel prisoners report that they have 


)een on half rations, and that rebel officers 
told them that their next rations must 
oine from Grant's stores. None had been 
ssucd except to prisoners up to 10 o'clock 
;hi9 A. M.. On the contrary, thirty of Lee's 
wagons fell into our hands last night. 


"We have about 4,000 prisoners. 
An incident will show tho enthusiasm 


of our troops. A soldier with his nrai am- 
putated, said: " I am sorry I have lost my 
arm, for I want to bo at them again." Ho 
sang " Rally round the flag, boys," and a 
score in tho hospital joined in the chorus. 


To sum up: tho rebels tried to stop 


Grant at tho Wilderness, but, after light- 
ing two battles, retreated. Lee has tried 
to stop Grant at Spottsylvania, and has 
had both flanks folded back—his outer line 
of rifle-pits carried—and has been repulsed 
in all his attacks. 


I think it is Gen. Grant's intention to go 


to Richmond ut all hazards, and I have 
great confidence that ho will succeed. 
The Orcnt Battle on Thursday—How It 


was Won.

WASHINGTON, May 13. 


Tho general summing up of j-esterdny's 


brilliant success, 
tho dispatches 
from 


Ingalls, Grant, Hancock nnd others an- 
nouncing it; the statements of prisoners, 
the guns and colors wo have captured, 
and tho cnspirinc news from Butler and Si- 
gel that completed the circle of our triumphs 
and made this the happiest day Washing- 
lion haa known for many a month—all this 
may bo left to tho Associated Press to tell. 
Meanwhile tho following, just received at 
tho bureau from correspondents on the bat- 
tlo-fiolds, possess a special interest: 


The battle of Thursday was the most do- 


cided success which tho Army of tho Poto- 
mac has yet attained, as well as the most 
desperate struggle of the eight days' fight- 
ing. 


Karly in the morning Hancock made a 


most brilliant charge on thoenemy'H right, 
sweeping their two lines of breastworks, 
capturing -10 pieces of artillery nnd 0,000 
prisoners. Following this a general at- 
tack began and continued furiously for 
some four hours, when there was a hill up 
to a hito hour of the night. Wednesday 
night passed in quiet. The battle of tho 
two preceding days had served to show 
that tho enemy's line in front of Spottsyl- 
vania Court House was so fortified that to 
attempt to carry it by assault would have 
bee'n madness, but one point in it had been 
found where the works uid not seem to defy 
our attempt at charging upon them, ami 
by a singular coincidence that was a point 
in the lino where thoro was a gnp in our 
own lines, between Wright's (late Sedg- 
wick's) corps and that of Burnside. Hith- 
erto the enemy's policy had been to mass 
his forces nnd attack us in overwhelming 
numbers. It was resolved, in part at least, 
to give him n taste of his own tactics. 
Shortly before midnight, Wednesday night, 
Hancock began moving. During the day 
ho had held the extreme right. 
By hard 


inarching ho passed in tho utmost silence 
along almost the entire length of our lines, 
and reached tho point between Wright and 
Buruside, where our lines were so thin. 


Meanwhile the enemy 
remembering 


that they had suffered none from any firo 
nt this point, were giving it no attention, 
and had no expectation of any attack in 
this quarter. 
Their reconnaissance had 


found Hancock on our right, and from 
Burnsido they expected to meet the brunt 
of the morning's assault. 
The morning 


broke slow and dim ; a heavy mist over- 
hung the field and concealed our move- 
ments. The enemy were s*till waiting for 
tho attack on our right, when to their ut 
tor and complete surprise, a hell-fire burst 
out from this unexpected point, where yes- 
terday they had found no opposition, nnd 
in an instant Hancock's whole corps was 
charged with triumphant cheers nnd in 
magnificent stylo over their outer row o\ 
breastworks. Though stunned by the sud- 
den and unexpected onset, they were still 
true to their oft proved bravery. 
Rally- 


ing on the instant, they made the best d*e- 
fonso they could, and desperately contes- 
ted our further advance. It was splendid 
but it was in vain. 
Their lines melted 


away before our resistless charge; broke 
into eddying fragments, and were swept 
back in tho first tide of tho attack. 
The 


outer lino of the breastworks had been 
carried by tho first rush. This brief light 
ended in our sweeping over the pccoiul'nud 
japping our Hanks around the bravest of 
its defenders. 


Five thousand prisoners, a whole division 


—with its commander, Maj. Gen. Johnson, 
at its head; forty piece.H of artillery, bat- 
tlo flags without number. Such were the 
splendid trophies with which Gon. Han- 
cock thus began tho day. 
Among the olli- 


cers captured besides tho Major General 
commanding tho division, was'his brother, 
another Gen. Johnson, and Gen. G. II. Stu- 
art, formerly of Baltimore, both command- 
ing brigades. 
. • 


Our brilliant success aroused the high- 


est enthusiasm in tho army, and the men 
seemed as eager for the battle ns they did 
tho first day in tho Wilderness. Hancock's 
gallant stroke was made just at the right 
timo and place, for ut every other point 
the enemy's works wore very strong and 
well guarded. To have niado this attack 
in front would have been most disastrous. 


The news from Sheridan's cavalry expe- 


dition is of the most satisfactory nature. 
Ho has torn up ton miles of tho Orange 
and Gordonsvillo Railroad, tho enemy's 
principal avenue of supplies for Lee's ar- 
my. 
Jlo_recaptured 500 prisoners on their 


way to Richmond, and took four pieces of 
artillery. ^ After Hancock captured John- 
eon and his division, a highly interesting 
interview took place, when Johnson was 
brought to headquarters. 
Mcado and 


Johnson had been chums in tho army in 
other days, and they readily rccognizucl 
each other. Johnson was introduced to 
Grant, and a friendly chat ensued, in 
which the fact was mentioned that Grant 
and ho once occupied 'positions in the same 
brigade. It was ascertained to a certainty 
from prisoners that Gen. Wadsworth is 
dead and buried inside the rebel linoe, 
and Seymour and Slmler prisoners at 
headquarters. 
They pronounced Long- 


street badly but not mortally wounded. 


Johnson \vt\s known to nearly all 


Mcade'^staff officers, and there woro many 
recognitions and anxious inquiries. Gen- 
eral Hunt, chief of artillery, greeted him 
with " Ed. I am glad to ECO you," to which 
Johnson, halt tneotously ami half serious- 
ly, replio I: "Well, Hunt, under tho cir- 
cumstances, I um not glad to see yon; 
you look at tho mattor very philosophical- 
ly ; ho assured us wo would have a hard 
time of it yet, although ho admitted that 
wo had dealt them a heavy blow. His 
Iresa is tho faded, dilapidated suit that 
rebel Generals wear; his slouch hat was 
nuoh tho worse for wear, and in no part 
)f his dress was there anything like style. 
Ho put on no airs whatever, unlike tho i 


a storm of artillery and musketry that wag 
sweeping over Sputsylvania, the fighting 
being now mostly in open ground, which 
"dve the "artillery fair play. The heaviest 
re was now coming from Warren's corps, 


which held our centre. There wop no ad- 
vancing, however, and seemingly little was 
gained on citherside. The rebel artillery 
played furiously for a while on Grant's 
and Medde's headquarters; After its fir- 
ing had subsided the desperate nature ^of 
the fight was the more apparent. Every- 
where were tho wounded, dead and dying. 
The last four or five hours had done tierce 
work, as scarred trees and many dead 
bodies of .men and horses plainly told. 
Tho guns taken by Hancock aro all twelve- 
pounderg.

Tho 1st division, 2d corps,

Up to this hour there had been but little 


artillery used by either party, but battery 
after battery was brought 'into position, 
and the wild general uproar at last began. 
At 1 o'clock trio rebel infantry surged 
against Hancock, and then against War- 
ren, but were immediately rolled back. 
Gibbon, commanding tho 2d division of the 
2d corps, was withdrawn from Tpdd!s Tav- 
ern road and sent to Warren's aid. 


At 3:30 tho rebels made a terrific charge 


against our right centre. Their hurrah 


• was the war whoop of the Indians, but it 


did not intimidate the bravo men of the 
2d and 5th corps. 


I never heard a heavier fire than that 


which burst from Barney's, Cutler's, Gib- 
bon's and Barlow's divisions. The rebel 
columns pelted away, and, after one of the 
most desperate tights of all time, were 
forced back under tho tremendous fire and 
unflinching bravery of the divisions 'al- 
ready named.

wore engaged, but not to such an extent 
as these. 


It was Hancock's'turn. His troops ad- 


\ancod with cheers, 
Barlow's1 division 


fell upon_ Heath's division of Longstrcet's 
corps like a thunderbolt, cutting it all to 
pieces. Rebel prisoners say it was tho 
greatest charge of the war. 'The rebels 
were literally piled in heaps. Tho ad- 
vance of other parts of the line not having 
been made at tho appointed moment, the 
advantages gained were lost,, .ind the '2d 
returned to its former positon. There was 
no further attempt on tho part of the reb- 
els to push tho 2d corps. 


Just before sunset Wright and Burn- 


side attacked tho enemy with great fury. 
Wright, carried their rifle pit?. The 2d 
Vermont held one against all tho eSbrts 
of the rebels to retake it. They said they 
would hold it foe six months only give them 
plenty of ammunition and rations.

Early in the morning Hancock made a 


most brilliant charge on the enemy's right, 
sweeping their two lines of breastworks, 
capturing 40 pieces of artillery and 0,000 
prisoners. 
Following this a general at- 


tack began and continued furiously for 
some four hours, when there was a lull up 
to a late hour of the night. Wednesday 
night passed in quiet. The battle of the 
two preceding days had served to show 
that the enemy's line in front of Spottsyl- 
vania Court House was so fortified that to 
attempt to carry it by assault would have 
been maduess, but one point in it had been 
fonnd where the works did not seem to defy 
our attempt at charging upon them, and 
by a singular coincidence that was a point 
in the line where there was a gap in our 
own lines, between Wright's (hue Sedg- 
wick's) corps and that of Burnside. Hith- 
erto the-enemy's policy had been to mass 
his forces and attack us in overwhelming 
numbers. It was resolved, in pun at le;ist, 
to give him a taste of his own tactics. 
Shortly before midnight, Wednesday night, 
Hancock began moving. During the day 
ho had held the extreme right. By hard 
marching he passed in the utmost silence 
along almost the entire length of our lines, 
and reached the point between Wright and 
Burnside, where our lines were so thin. 


Meanwhile -the enemy remembering 


that they had suffered none from any fire 
at this point, were giving it no attention, 
and hau no expectation of any attack in 
this quarter. 
Their reeotmoissance had 


found Hancock on our right, and from 
Burnside they expected to meet tho brunt 
of the morning's assault. 
The morning 


broke slow and dim ; a heavy mist over- 
hung the field and concealed our move- 
ments. The enemy were still waiting for 
the attack on our right, when to their ut- 
ter and complete surprise, a hell-fire burst 
out from this unexpected point, where yes- 
terday they had found no opposition, and 
in an instant Hancock's whole corps was 


played furiously ; for -'a --while -..on- Grant's 
and Meade's headquarters:' "After its fir- 
ing had subsided the desperate nature jpf 
the fight waa the more apparent. 
Every- 


where -were .the wounded, dead and dying. 
The last four or five hours had done ^fierce 
work, as scarred" 'trees -and, many' ."dead 
bodies of .men • and . horses plainly told. 
The guns taken by Hancock are all twelve- 
pounders.

Five thousand prisoners, a whole division 


—with its'commander, Maj. Gen. Johnson, 
at its head; forty pieces of artillery, bat- 
tle flags without number. Such were the 
splendid trophies with which Gen. Han- 
cock thus began tho day. 
Among the offi- 


cers captured besides the Major General 
commanding the division, was his brother, 
another Gen. Johnson, audGeu. G. II. Stu- 
art, formerly ol'Biiltimorc, both command- 
ing brigades.

Our brilliant success aroused the high- 


est enthusiasm in tho army, and the men 
scorned as eager for the battle as they did 
the first day in the Wilderness. Hancock's 
gallant stroke \vtis made just at the right 
time aud place, for at every other point 
the enemy's works were very strong nnd 
well guarded. To have made this attack 
iu front would have been most disastrous.

liant imd successful strategy of General 
Smith at tho close of the second days 
fighting near Pleasant Hill La., deserves 
a distinguished notice. Tho whole two 
days had been full of disaster, when sud- 
deuly in the midst of retreat a favorable 
point and a happy thought struct the mind 
of Oca. Smith, an educated soldier, and he 
availed Uimsulf of it. He placed n. divis- 
ion iff front ia Hue of battle, and avrang- 
ing his artillery and the residue of his 
forces alimg the ridges in the valley be- 
tween which the roatl ran, .he awaited the 
iiprr.-onch of the Confederates.
